The famous Karakum Canal 
crosses the Karakum Desert for 
l, 10 n kilometres. It brings water 
to the desert over wliich power 
transmission lines radiate la all 
directions from the I -million-ki- 
lowatt Mary thermal power sta- 
tion, the largest In Central 
Asia. The station provides ener- 
gy for about SO towns and vil- 
lages in the Karakum Canal 
zone, where half of the repub- 
lic's population live. 

Over recent years TurkmenU'i 
power industry has been greatly 
expanded. Between 1970 and 
1900 (he capacity of the repub- 
lic's power stations Increased 
by one-third. By 19B5 electric 
power production will have 
grown by another 80 per cent by 
comparison to the figure for 
1980. 

NEW EQUIPMENT 
FOR MINERS 

Miners In Yakutia will ba 
helped In reaching the sesmi 
of coking coal by a new tech- 
nology— an Inclined drill which 
has been commissioned at one 
ol the pita In the Nurengrl coal 
field In Eastern Siberia. 

The new machine, which Is to 
drill shafts for explosive char- 
ges, has been designed by en- 
gineers in Moscow. It can be 
used for inclined drilling of 
shafts more than 50 metres 
deep. Compared with the tradi- 
tional vertical drilling, this 
method makes explosions more 
effective, as now they can ipm 
much more rock from lbs 
monolith than conventional 

blasts. , 

Tho use of tha new equip- 
ment will not only raise ef- 
ficiency, but also make wort 
easier for tha miners. 



ROBOTS MAKE LIFE MORE FUN 

Whereas 6y the year 198! when the pres ent five-

Such flexible auto- 
mated industries have even become a reality, with 
some shops, such as at the Dnepropetrovsk Electric 
Locomotive Works, being completely automated.

In SOTSIAUSTICHBSKAVA IhlDUSTRIYA, A. JCux - 
rnfnsky.

The Soviet television network Includes 120 le/evi - 
slon centres, 87 Otbila-lype stations, and more fhan

ran satellite television. Another 117 television stations 
are to be commissioned tn tho current live-year plan 
(1981-85). This year, a Ullh programme devised in Le- 
ningrad Is (o star! operating from Moscow, 

Apart trom Its main functions, the author notes, te- 
levision will become an element of a domesl/a Infor- 
mation centre. Today, It Is hard to torn any final Ideas 
about what can be achieved by the use ol this centre. 
However, the potential capabilities television can have 
In this role are vast. Prom a television screen the user 
can read transport timetables and what Is on at theat- 
res and cinemas, view amateur cine and video films, 
learn about tho topical news Items, and copy calcula- 
ttons from a domostle computer. This new role can 
also help people take pari In televised debates and 
quisles. Those vast amounts ol Information wl/I require 
tho Introduction ol new television channels, some of 
them through cables. This year, tests are to be canted 
In Moscow ol tour experimental medfum-capac/fy cab- 
le lelcvls/on systems, and two targe -capacity systems 
ate to be Introduced as early as next year.

HOW TO KEEP 
THE SEA CLEAN 

Infusoria, the smallesl sea in- 
habitants, can provide accurate 
data on the ecology of the Bal- 
tic Sea. These protozoa organ- 
isms live on the sea bed, at a 
depth and on the surface and 
they have been found to be ex- 
cellent pollution indicators. 

Apparently they breed very 
quickly tn polluted areas, and 
the speed of their reproduction 
and Intensity of food digestion 
give a good Indication of the 
concentration levels of poison- 
ous substances. Hydrobloioglsls 
can gather interesting informa- 
tion simply by observing. By 
studying the population density 
of lha simplest representatives 
of the plankton, specialists can 
now determine fairly accurately, 
for instance, water temperature 
and Us salt content.
